has taken it upon nerseli' to present your views as her own. In 
this manner she can elicit CAMLET'S opinions on contentious 
issues without giving an indication that strictures emanated 
from an American source.

2. Tv.e following observations are keyed to your memorandum of 
13 April 1949: 

\. 

Re para 6a - It is correct that more mention should nave 
been made of new facts bearing on Soviet trial techniques. Y/e 
shall endeavor to publish reoorts of this type in the most fac- 
tual manner 

Re para 6b - It was impossible to make any propaganda for 
a new Reichsbanner because the Western Allies would never allow 
the PP1 to form a para-military organization. It would be silly 
to. try soraetning in the Eastern Zone which is not even permitted 
in the Western 'Jones. But it was exactly this articles which 
made the greatest impression on the readers (we t ot a great number 
of anonymous letters concerning it). Tiiwy were happy -just to be 
reminded of old glories anc; to riear tuat the old comrsces are 
still tnere. The value of * this articles may oe called purely 
sentimental 1 ’ , but it is not to be underestimated. 
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Re para 7 and 8 - From what we heard from our. men in the Soviet 
Zone, we are of a different ooinion. There ar ? e two reasons wnv 
we stress "atrocity" stories: 

1. The influence of the daily propaganda spread by Soviet contr- 
olled newspapers anc radio stations on how wonderful tilings are 
and especially are go. in; to oe in the Soviet Zone and in the 
Soviet oroit, must be countered. Some people and especially the 
young are- inclined • to relieve at least part of it. Perhaps they 
think that only their own town. is behind and has the wrong men 

as leaders. They have to be told that it is the same bad things 
everywhere in the East and they have to see it printed . 

2. The readers know or course that our paper is illegal and is 
coning from Berlin. T^ey are' relieved to see that we in Berlin 
and in the West are informed on Russian and Communist terror and 
denounce it again ,ana again anc uon'l forget their misery. If 
we would neglect these stories they would think us eitner not 
well informed or not caring to much auout now terrible their life 
is. 

It is. rather difficult to report instances of active 'resistance. 

If the resistance people 'are still at large they might be endan- 
gered and if they are cought their example is not too encouraging.
